SUPPRESSION OF OPINION 


J 


N 1SS5 Kansas enacted a law for the suppression of freedom 
of speech arsd opinion. The enactment was as follows: 


SEC. 12. If any free person, by speaking or by 


writing, assert or maintain that persons have not the 
right to hold slaves in this Territory, or shall introduce 
into this Territory, print, publish, write, circulate 
. . . any book, paper, magazine, pamphlet, or cir- 
cular containing any denial of the right of persons to 
hold slaves in this Territory, such person shall be deem- 


; ed guilty of felony, and punished by imprisonment at 
: hard labor for a term of not less than two years. 


SEC. 13. No person who is conscientiously oppos- 


ed to holding slaves, or who does not admit the right 
to hold slaves in this Territory, shall sic as a juror on 
the trial of any prosecution for any violation of any 
Sections of this Act. 
We look at such an enactment now and grin. 
And yet how much farther are we advanced than this Kan- 


sas legislature. A cowardly congress is now planning on pass- 
ing the Sterling anti-sedition bill at the behest of WaJl street 
and a jingo press. This measure will suppress all opinion in 
this country contrary to the wishes of the powers that be. 


It will be a. convenient statute to have on the books when 


Wall street gets ready to plunge this country into war with 
Mexico. 


HIGH COST OF JUSTICE 


T 


HE high cost of justice in this country is the title of a book 


which has been written by John D. Works, former chief 


justice of the supreme court of California and a former United 
States senator. Mr. Works contends that justice is being denied 
through the use of money in the interminable delays tha.t can 
be resorted to when delay is sought. 


Reviewing this book The Searchlight has the following to 


say: 


The high cost of justice in this country has reached an altitude that 


practically places it beyond the reach of most people. Justice delayed is 
justice denied. It is a'lmost like the story of the weeping boy who was 
barefoot and cold because there were too many shoes—so many, indeed, 
'ihat the boy's father (a shoemaker) could not find work. 


There are more Judges in Cook County, -Illinois, than in all Great 


Britain. Yet the average life of n lawsuit in courts of record in Cook 
County is throe times as long as a suit of the same character in Eng- 
land. This condition is general in the United States, and if the law, "the 
perfection of wisdom," docs not soon find ways to relie-c the situation, 
other measures will be invoked. 


Arguments -without number f.nd of crushing force demand such re- 


forms in our juridical system nn'l methods as will bring speedy justice 
within the reach of all. It is impossible to estimate the degree of re- 
sponsibility for the visibly 
growing contempt for law, lawyers, and 


courts, that grows out of the denials of justice caused by the "law's de- 
lay," 
It is not delay along that is the source of the contempt for low, 


lawyers and courts. The actual cost of litigation imposed by the pro- 
fession amounts to a denin] of Justice. A schedule of charges based on a 
percentage of amounts involved, on the ability of clients to pay, rather 
than on the sen-ice rendered, has contributed a largo part to the popular 
conception of tha profession and the institution in which it is a constit- 
uent part. 


Tim fact that the bench has come to be a stepping stone is largely 


responsible for the judicial idiosyncrasy of writing long, argumentative 
opinions, wasteful of time and quite useless, except as advertisements of 
judicial industry and hypothetical profundity of learning. The immor- 
tality of the judicial fly preserved in the fossilized amber of n state re- 
port is the summit of most judicial careers. But these reports in multi- 
plying thousands continue to require extension of storage space and mul- 
tiply the perplexities of the practitioner. 
<• 


When, in the Federal Courts, the same statute is at one and the same 


time both constitutional and unconstitutional; the some action at once 
lawful and unlawful, according to the district in which one resides, it 
would indicate certain difficulties to be overcome before that supreme re- 
spect for law and confidence in the courts can bo established (or re-estab- 
lished) which is the foundation of their authority.. 


The codification of tho law is more necetsnry today in America than 


it was in France under Napoleon or in Rome at the timo of Justinian. 
The principal obstacle to this simplification of the law and practice is 
nctivc opposition and passive resistance by those' who would rather "cling 
to ills they have," then venture onto ground they themselves have never 
tried. One calls the code ''a premium on ignorance." 
The real reason is 


the snme one that made plumbers cut lead pipe into 5-foot lengths when 
machine-made continuous piping was first known. "A joint to'be 'wiped' 
every 5 feet or no work done." 


It is not so very long ago that the chief of the State exercised in his 


own person all of tho functions of kovereignty. He was not only Chief 
Pncat, Chief Judge, Chief Law-maker, but a-iso chief of the armed forces 
and wnr lord of the State. The highest function .of sovereignty is the 
determination of public policy. In a democracy this is the province of 
the legislature. 


The instinct of all judges is to enlarge their jurisdiction and a large 


part of the feeling against courts has come from the practice-of .judges

Stripes, is ready to have everybody else die for 
the Constitution as :t thinks the Constitution 
ought to be interpreted. 


A war that has shaken the very foundations 


of human society is bound to produce some ex- 
traordinary mental reactions. 
A war that'has 


wrecked vast empires, overthrown dynasties 
and brought about sweeping revolutions is not 
likely to leave society just as it wag before. 
Yet large numbers of excellent people think 
that mankind should have picked up its -work 
where it left off when it went into the trenches 
and go on at if nothing at all ban happened. 
Others were convinced that because war has 
resulted in revolution in certain countries there .

•HAT the United States n«d« more than 


anything else today is tho restoration of 


the free play of public opinion. 
That re- 


quires, first, the re-establishment of the free- 
dom of discussion, for without freedom of dis- 
cussion there is no public opinion that deserves 
the name. 


Will Hays, the Chairman of the Republican 


National Committee, made .a speech recently in 
New York in which he proudly proclaimed that: 
"There is in this country a religious faith which 
believes in the divine origin of the Constitution 
of the United States."' When I first read Mr. 
Hay's words I was staggered by this new in- 
carnation ' of Hohenzollernism. Then I saw 
that he had probably hit upon a serious and la- 
mentable truth. A most energetic propaganda 
is engaged in converting the Constitution of 
the United States into a colt, into B religion, 
and its champions are eager to bum all dis- 
senters and heretics at the stake. 


The Constitution of the United SUtes U 


one of the great achievements of all his- 
tory,1.but criticism of It ig not blasphemy, 
and a man is not necessarily damned who 
thinks that in the light.of 130 years' ex- 
perience a better framework of government 
might be constructed.

HE men who drafted the Constitution, cer- 
tainly did not consider it a piece of divina 


nspiration.- 
They knew how it was made. 


Nor had they any superstitious reverence for 


tablished a government of checks and balances 
which could not function too freely. To thil 
cay the government they created operates with 
great difficulty under even favorable conditions, 
and -whenever the President and Congress hap- 
pen to- belong to different parties government 
is deadlocked and must wait for another elec- 
tion. But what the fathers did clearly under- 
stand was human liberty, at least in so far as 
the white man was concerned, and there they 
took nothing for granted. 


Powers Prohibited are Charter 


I 


T is r.ot the powers that they conferred upon 
the government, but the powers that they pro- 


hibited to the government which make trie 
Constitution a charter of liberty. 
The Bill of 


Eights is a born rebel. 
It reeks of sedition. 


In every clause it shakes its fists in the face of 
constituted authority and thunders "Thou shale 
not," and. because its ultimatum is "Thou shalt 
not" it is t"he one guarantee of human freedom 
to the American people unless they themselves 
destroy their safeguard. 


We are in^ danger of forgetting this under 


the terrorism of mass thought, but we can for- 
get it only at our imminent peril. There is re- 
volution in reaction as well as in radicalism, 
and Toryism speaking a jargon of law and order 
may often be a graver menace to liberty than 
radicalism bellowing the empty phrases of the 
soap-box demagogue. 


Writing from Paris to Abigail Adams, Thom- 


as Jefferson said that; 


"The spirit of resistance to government 


is so valuable on certain occasions that I 
wish it always to be kept alive. It will 
often be exercised when wrong, but better 
•o than not to be exercised at all." 
If the author of the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence were to utter such a sentiment today 
the Post Office Department could exclude him 
from the mail; Grand Juries could indict him 
for sedition and criminal syndicalism; legisla- 
tive committees could seize his private papers - 
and search them for evidence of Bolshevism, 
and United States Senators would be clamor- 
ing' for his deportation on the ground that he 
had been tainted with the ribald doctrines of ' 
the French Revolution and should be sent back 
to live with the rest of the terrorists. 


Thus the political philosophy 
of one 


generation becomes the political anathema 
of another. 
v 


Now, I am not much disposed to agree with 


Jefferson's dictum on the moral duty of resist- 
ance to ''government unless it is abundantly 
qualified, 
Nevertheless, all the liberties that 


we hold today • have come from resistance to 
government, and most of them were won by 
blood and iron. Thanks to the men who were 
willing to challenge authority -and die for liber- 
ty, we, their political heirs, have been armed 
with newer and. better weapons. 


View of Lincoln 


T 


O Abraham Lincoln the issue of the Civil 
War was very simple. It was that "among 


free men there can be no successful appeal from 
the ballot to the bullet." There we are on solid 
ground. 
With universal suffrage, that is a 


foundation which can never be shakep, and we 
can build on it in complete confidence. Under 
free institutions, whatever can be taken to the 


This standard of judgment can be applied 


to all the unrest ar.d discontent to which the 
country is now subjected. Ir. so far as discon- 
tent appeals directly to violence, there is an 
abundance of law to meet it if public officials, 
•municipal, State and Federal,' will discharge 
the commonplace duties of their offices. 
In so 


far as it appeals to public opinion and the or- 
dinary processes of representative government, 
we need not be disturbed for the safely of the 
Republic unless we lack faith in popular insti 
tutions and believe that at heart the American 
people are destitute of sense and sanity and in 
capable of self-rule. 


The policy of repression that has been gen 


orally adopted by governors, mayors and polici 
officials—in some cases by federal authority— 
to meet this propaganda of radicalism is fatal 
Two thousand years of history bear witness to 
its folly. 
Nobody ever succeeded in bettering 


the weather by putting tho thermometer in jail 
and nobody will ever remove the causes-of un 
rest and discontent by trying to-suppress their 
manifestations. 


Justice Holmes of the UniUd States Supreme 


Court recently said in a dissenting opinion in 
a sedition case that "the best test of truth 
is the power of the thought to get itself ac- 


- ceptcd ir. the competition of the market." That 


will always remain the best test of truth, and 
we cannot afford to tamper with it, however 
strong the immediate provocation may be, nor 
can we afford to suppress that competition. 


In a speech delivered in Carnegie Hall last 


week a very eminent New York lawyer, Mi- 
Henry W. Taft, complained that the Depart- 
: ment of Justice was shifting to the States the 
duty of prosecuting radicals,, and nsked:. "But 
is not the protection of the American people 
ngainst revolutionary propaganda peculiarly 
within., the function of the Federal Govern- 
ment?" The protection of the people against 
crime and violence arid the destruction of pra- 
perty is .an elementary function of government. 
But. government protecting the American people 
against revolutionary propaganda is a new ma- 
. nifestation of paternal 
authority.
